SUBJECT: WORLD POPULATION CONFERENCE: COMMITTEE I - DEVELOPMENT 

1. SWEEPING ROMANIAN RESOLUTION TABLED AUGUST 24, SUBTITLED "FOR A 
MORE JUST WORLD," WAS ADOPTED AUGUST 24 AFTER LONG DEBATE AND 
MANY AMENDMENTS, WITHOUT VOTE. ALGERIA, COLOMBIA, ECUADOR.GUINEA, 
MEXICO, PHILIPPINES, AND SUDAN CO-SPONSORED. RESOLUTION PREAMBLE 
REVIEWS ALL GENERAL AREAS OF DEVELOPMENT CONCERN-E.G., POVERTY, 
MILITARY EXPENDITURES, INCREASE IN YOUTHFUL AGE GROUP, ETC.~ 

BUT WITHOUT IDEOLOGICAL JARGON AND OFFENSIVE CHARGES DIRECTED 
TOWARDS U.S.S. REFERENCE TO "PLAN OF ACTION AS ADOPTED BY THE 76TH 
SPECIAL SESSION OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
A NEW ECONOMIC INTERNATIONAL ORDER" IS SET WITHIN PARAGRAPH 
DRAT. TNG WITH GOALS AND PRINCIPLES OF U.N. CHARTER AND OTHER BASIC 
DECLARATIONS AND INTERNATIONAL COVENANTS. OPERATIONS SECTION 
DEALS WITH BROAD PRINCIPLES OF ACTION AND IS SUBSTANTIVELY 
CONSISTENT WITH U.S. POSITIONS. 
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2. INITIAL U.S. REACTION TO DRAFT RESOLUTION WAS TO REGARD 

IT AS INAPPROPRIATE THIS CONFERENCE. IN LARGE PART. IT DOES NOT 
DEAL WITH POPULATION PROBLEM AS WE DEFINE IT. HOWEVER, ROMANIAN 
INITIATIVE, AS HOST COUNTRY, CARRIED IMPACT AND PICKED UP 
SUPPORT. ON REFLECTION, RESOLUTION APPEARS TO BE ROMANIAN EFFORT TO 
ASSUME LEADERSHIP ROLE AT CONFERENCE. EASTERN BLOC MADE NO 
SUBSTANTIVE COMMENT DURING ENTIRE DAY'S DEBATE. USSR SPOKE ONLY 
TO URGE DELAY SO THAT AMENDMENTS COULD BE SUBMITTED. OVERALL 
EVIDENCE SUGGESTS NO ROMAINIAN COORDINATION WITH EE’S. 

3. ROMANIAN DELEGATE EXPRESSED STRONG INTEREST IN POSITIVE ATTI- 
TUDE OF U.S. U.K. PROPOSAL, BACKED BY U.S., TO ADD SPECIFIC 
SUPPORT FOR THE RIGHTS OF COUPLES AS DEFINED BY TEHRAN HUMAN 
RIGHTS CONFERENCE DREW VEILED ROMANIAN WARNING THAT SOME CO- 
SPONSORS WOULD WITHDRAW IF FAMILY PLANNING WAS INTRODUCED, OVERALL, 
RESOLUTION SERVED POLITICAL PURPOSE OF PROVIDING ACCEPTABLE 

FOCUS AND EXPRESSION FOR ARTICULATE GROUP THAT SEES CONFERENCE 
AS OPPORTUNITY TO DISCUSS ALL DEVELOPMENT PROBLEMS AND PROTESTS. 

FOR EXAMPLE, ARGENTINA AND URUGUAY WITHDREW OWN RESOLUTION, 

WITH OFFENSIVE LANGUAGE THAT U.S. OPPOSED, IN FAVOR OF ROMANIAN 
RESOLUTION. 

4. RESOLUTION ON RURAL DEVELOPMENT (ARGENTINA, COLOMBIA, CUBA, 

GHANA, GUINEA, ITALY, MALI, MEXICO, ROMANIA, SWEDEN, AND 
URUGUAY) ALSO WAS ADOPTED WITHOUT VOTE. RESOLUTION STRESSES 
CURRENT AND FUTURE PROJECTIONS OF AGRICULATURAL POPULATION AND 
NEED TO FOCUS DEVELOPMENT MEASURES, INCLUDING SERVICES TO 
FACILITATE DECISIONS ON THE NUMBER AND SPACING OF CHILDREN. 

5. TEXT OF ROMANIAN DRAFT, ADOPTED BY COMMITTEE I IS AS FOLLOWS: 
ROMANIA: DRAFT RESOLUTION - FOR A MORE JUST WORLD 
CO-SPONSORS: ALGERIA, COLOMBIA, ECUADOR, GUINEA, MEXICO, 

PHILIPPINES, ROMANIA, SUDAN. 

THE WORLD POPULATION CONFERENCE, 

BELIEVING THAT THAT THE HUMAN BEING IS THE SUPREME VALUE OF THE WORLD 
AND THE POPULATION THE MOST PRECIOUS TREASURE OF EVERY COUNTRY, 
CONVINCED THAT POPULATION. ITS NEED AND ASPIRATIONS, ARE 
TODAY AND IN THE LONG TERM ONE OF THE MAJOR ISSUES, WITH DEEP 
NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL CONSEQUENCES, OF VITAL INTEREST FOR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EVERY STATE AND TO PUT IN THE WORLD, 

EXAMINING IN THIS SPIRIT THE BASIC PROBLEMS OF THE HUMAN 

CONDITION, THE EXISTING SITUATION IN THE FIELD OF POPULATION IN 

THE WORLD, THE POLITICAL, ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL CAUSES WHICH HAVE ENGEN 

DERED 

IT AND THE REMEDIES WHICH NEED TO BE CARRIED INTO EFFECT WITHOUT 
ANY DELAY, 

DEEPLY CONCERNED ABOUT THE FACT THAT, AS A RESULT OF HISTORICAL 
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FACTORS, MANY PEOPLE FIND THEMSELVES IN A STATE OF FLAGRANT 
UNDERDEVELOPMENT, A GREAT MANY OF THE INHABITANTS OF THE WORLD 
LIVE IN CONDITIONS OF MALNUTRITION, DISEASE, ILLITERACY, PREMATURE 
MORTALITY AND OTHER CALAMITIES WHICH GREATLY IMPEDE THE NORMAL 
DEVELOPMENT OF THE POPULATION OVER VAST AREAS OF THE EARTH, 
RECALLING THAT THE ULTIMATE OBJECTIVE OF DEVELOPMENT WHICH IS TO 
BRING ABOUT SUSTAINED IMPROVEMENT IN THE WELL-BEING OF THE 
INDIVIDUAL AND BESTOW BENEFITS ON ALL REQUIRES COOPERATION ON 
THE PART OF GOVERNMENTS AND INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS, 
PARTICULARLY THE U.N., WHERE EFFORTS T ACCELERATE ECONOMIC AND

NOTING WITH DEEP CONCERN THAT HOTBEDS OF TENSION AND CONFLICT 
CAUSED BY THE USE OF FORCE AND THE THREAT WITH FORCE IN 
INTER-STATE RELATIONS, THE ARMS RACE PRIMARILY IN THE NUCLEAR 
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FIELD, AND THE HUGE MILITARY EXPENDITURE IT INVOLVES, GREATLY 
JEOPARDISE THE PEOPLES AND THEIR MATERIAL AND SPIRITUAL 
ASSETS, AND CONSTITUTE AN EVER HEAVIER BURDEN ON THE WORLD 
POPULATION, 

GREATLY CONCERNED WITH THEGAPS BETWEEN THE DEVELOPED AND 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES,THE INEQUITIES AND INJUSTICES STILL EXISTENT 
IN INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS, THE OBSTACLES AND BARRIERS 
WHICH STILL STAND IN THE WAY OF THE MUTUALLY ADVANTAGEOUS 
COLLABORATION, WHICHADD FUTHER SERIOUS DIFFICULTIES TO THE 
TASK OF THE POEPLES ALREADY FACING THE COMPLEX PROBLEMS OF 
THEIR OWN SOCIALAND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT, 
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EMPHASIZING THAT IN THE SPECIFIC CONTITIONS OF TODAY'S 
UNDERDEVELOPMENT, THE DISCREPANCIES AND INEQUALITIES AMONG 
REGIONS OF THE WORLD EXERT A NEGATIVE INFLUENCE ON ALL STATES, 
INCLUDING THE DEVELOPED ONES, BRING ABOUT IN THIER TURN NEW 
DIFFERENCES, DISTURBANCES AND CRISES IN INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC RELATIONS, 

BELIEVING THAT AN EFFICIENT POLITICAL AND HUMANE DEMOGRAPHIC 
POLICY REQUIRES ENERGETIC ACTIONS, IN THE SPIRIT OF HUMAN 
SOLIDARITY, NATIONAL EQUITY AND INTERNATIONAL JUSTICE, WITH THE 
VIEW TO LIQUIDATING ALL THE AFOREMENTIONED EVILS AND THE CAUSES 
WHICH GENERATED AND PERPETUATED THEM, 

CONSIDERING THAT THE POPULATION OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IS 
BASICALLY A YOUNG POPULATION WHICHNEEDS MORE JUST, EQUAL 
AND HUMANE WORLD AND CALLS FOR SOCIAL CHANGE, 

CONSIDERING THE HIGHER STATUS WHICH WOMEN ARE ACQUIRING THUS 
CONTRIBUTES TO A FULLER HUMAN CONSCIOUSNESS, 

CONSIDERING THAT THE REJUVENATING CHANGES TAKING PLACE IN THE 
WORLD TODAY, THE ASSERTION OF THE PEOPLES WILL TO LIVE 
FREELY AND AS SOVEREIGN STATES AND TO EMBARK ON THE WAY OF SELF- 
RELYING ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT, THE INCREASE OF THE 
STRUGGLE OF DEMOCRATIC-PROGRESSIVE FORCES FOR THE LIQUIDATION 
OF ANACHRONIC MANIFESTATIONS AND INTERNATIONAL LIFE AND OUT- 
DATED DOMESTIC SOCIAL STRUCTURES, FOR FREEDOM, JUSTICE AND SOCIAL 
EQUITY FACILITIATE THE TRANSITION TO PRACTICAL ACTIONS TO THESE ENDS, 
FIRMLY DETERMINED TO APPROACH IN A NEW, CONSTRUCTIVE AND 
EFFICIENT SPIRIT, IN KEEPING WITH THE IMPERATIVES OF THE 
PRESENT HISTORICAL STAGE, THE PROBLEMS OF POPULATION IN THE 
EFFORT TO CONTRIBUTE TO THEIR SOLUTION ACCORDING TO THE ASPIRATINS 
OF MANKIND TO BUILD, THROUGH THE CONTRIBUTION AND FOR THE BENEFIT 
OF ALL PEOPLES, PEACE, SECURITY AND ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL PROGRESS 
ALL OVER THE WORLD. 

ACTN KEEPING WITH THE GOALS AND PRINCIPLES OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS CHARTER, AIMED AT ADVANCING THE SOCIO-ECONOMIC 
PROGRESS OF ALL NATIONS.AND IN CONFORMITY WITH THE INTER 
NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY, THE DECLARATION OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS CONFERENCE ON ENVIRONMENT, THE INTERNATIONAL COVENANTS 
ON HUMAN RIGHTS AS WELL AS THE DECLARATION AND THE PLAN OF ACTION

RIGHTS ON THE OBSERVANCE OF NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE AND SOVEREIGNTY, 
NON-INTERFERENCE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS, MUTUAL ADVANTAGE, THE NON- 
USE OF FORCE OR THREAT WITH FORCE, THE RIGHT OF EVERY PEOPLE 
TO FREE DEVELOPMENT IN KEEPING WITH ITS ASPIRATIONS AND, 

IN THIS SPIRIT, ADOPT THE FOLLOWING DECLARATION: 

(A) THAT, AS AN INTEGRAL PART OF THEEFFORTS FOR SHAPING A MORE 
EQUITABLE WORLD THE SOLVING OF PROBLEMS CONCERNING POPULATION 
IMPUTES THE LIQUIDATION OF UNDERDELOPMENT, THE ELIMINATION 

OF GAPS BETWEENTHE INDUSTRIALLY ADVANCED STATES AND THOSE LAGGING 
BEHIND, THUS ENSURING THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL PROGRESS OF 
ALL PEOPLES: 

(B) THAT THE POPULATION POLICY OF EVERY STATE IS AN ORGANIC 
COMPONENT OF ITS OVERALL POLICY OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT 
AND THE FORMULATION OF THIS POLICY DEPENDING ON THE CONCRETE 
HISTORICAL, POLITICAL, ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL SITUATION IS AN 
INDIVISIBLE AND INALIENABLE ATTRIBUTE OF STATE SOVEREIGNTY: 

(C) THAT THE IMPROVEMENT OF LIVING CONDITIONS AND, BY AND LARGE, 

THE SOLUTION OF THE POPULATION PROBLEMS MAKES IT IMPERATIVE TO 
RESPECT THE INALIENABLE RIGHT OF EACH AND EVERY COUNTRY TO BE 
THE MASTER OF ITS OWN NATIONAL RESOURCES, OF THE RAW MATERIALS 
AND OTHER NATURAL RESOURCES SO THAT SUCH RESOURCES, MAY 

BE UTILIZED FOR THE COUNTRY'S ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL PROGRESS 
OF ITS OWN COUNTRY AND WITH DUE RESPECT TO THE NEED TO IMPROVE 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION; 

(D) THAT A DECISIVE ROLE IN THE PROCESS OF DEVELOPMENT IS 

PLAYED BY THE PEOPLES OWN EFFORTS FOR IMPLEMENTING INDUSTRALIZATION 
AND RURAL DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMS THUS LEADING TO A SPEEDY ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT, FOR FULLY TURNING TO ACCUNT THE MATERIAL AND HUMAN 
POTENTIAL, IN KEEPING WITH THEIR OWN INTERESTS OF PROGRESS 
AND WELL-BEING, BY THE MODERNIZATION OF SOCIAL STRUCTURES AND THE 
ACHIEVEMENT OF EQUITY ON A NATIONAL PLANE; 

(E) THAT AN IMPORTANT FACTOR FOR SOLVING THE POPULATION QUESTIONS 
IS, AT THE SAME TIME, TO EXPAND RELATIONSHIPS OF INTERNATIONAL 
CO-OPERATION, WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF A NEW ECONOMIC 

ORDER, TO SET UP JUST RELATIONSHIPS, WHICH SHOULD ELIMNATE 
ANY MANIFESTATION OF INEQUITY AND DISCRIMINATORY PRACTICES, 
RELATIONSHIPS WHICH SHOULD LESSEN THE DISCREPANCIES AND SHOULD 
CLOSE THE GAPS, THUS ENSURING THE ACTIVE AND ADVANTAGEOUS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PARTICIPATES! OF EVERY COUNTRY IN THE INTERNATIONAL DIVISION OF 
LABOUR: 

(F) THAT THE EFFICIENT SUPPORT OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 

WITH A VIEW TO SOLVING THE DEMOGRAPHIC PROBLEMS, INVOLVES, 

FIRST OF ALL, THE CONCENTRATED EFFORT OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY, IN THE SPIRIT OF HUMAN SOLIDARITY AND INTERNATIONAL 
EQUITY, SO THAT MORE COUNTRIES MAY MORE EASILY FOLLOW THE PATH 
OF HARMONIOUS ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT: 
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(G) THAT INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN THE FIELDS OF SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY ENSURING THF, EFFECTIVE ACCESS OF ALL THE PEOPLES 
TO THE SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL GAINS IS AN OUTSTANDING 
OBJECTIVE CAPABLE OF STRONGLY STIMULATING ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
PROGRESS AND THEREBY CONTRIBUTING TO THE SOLUTION OF THE FUNDAMENTAL 
QUESTIONS OF POPULATION; 
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(H) THAT SPONSORING AND IMPLEMENTING PROGRAMS OF WIDE SCOPE, 

ON THE SCALE OF THE WHOLE EARTH THEDEVELOPING COUNTRIES HAVING 
PRIORITY, SO THAT THE GHOST OF STARVATION, OF DISEASES AND 
ILLITERACY MAY DISAPPEAR, SO THAT NATIONAL PERSONNEL MAY BE 
TRAINED AND THE POPULATION'S EDUCATION AND CULTURAL STANDARDS 
MAY BE IMPROVED, ALL OF THIS OFFERS HUMANE SOLUTIONS TO THE 
POPULATION PROBLEMS IN THE SPIRIT OF GENUINE INTERNATIONAL 
SOLIDARITY: 

(I) THAT TO SOLVE DEMOGRAPHIC QUESTIONS REQUIRES, FIRSTAND FORE- 
MOST, PEACE AND SECURITY, THE EXTINCTION OF THE HOTBEDS OF WAR 
AND THE POLITICAL SOLUTION OF CONFLICTS BY MEANS OF NEGOTIATIONS, 
PUTTING AN END TO THE ARMS RACE AND CONVERTING MILITARY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ALLOCATIONS TO CIVILIAN PURPOSES.PROMOTING A NEW TYPE OF RELATION- 
SHIP BETWEEN STATES, BASED ON THE PRINCIPLES OF INTERNATIONAL 
LAW: 

(J) THAT THE PRACTICAL AND EFFICIENT APPROACH, IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THE SUPREME INTERESTS OF EVERY NATION AND OF THE WHOLE 
INTER-NATIONAL COMMUNITY, OF THE POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
QUESTIONS - THE VERY SETTLEMENT OF THE POPULATION PROBLEMS 
DEPENDS - CAN AND MUST TAKE PLACE WITH ALL THE STATES PARTICIPATING 
IN THE PROCEEDINGS, WITH FULL EQUAL RIGHTS: 

(K) THE COUNTRIES HAVING ACCEPTED A SPECIFIC FINANCIAL RESPONSI- 
BILITY TO ASSIST DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND GIVEN THAT POPULATION 
POLICY MUST BE INTEGRATED TO OVERALL SOCIO-ECONOMIC PROGRAMS 
MUST MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO MEET THE TARGET FOR OFFICIAL 
DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE; 

(L) THAT IT IS IN THE INTEREST OF ALL PEOPLES THAT POLICIES BE 
ESTABLISHED IN PURSUIT OF AND AIMING AT CULTIVATING, PROTECTING 
AND RESTORING THE HUMAN ENVIRONMENT AND PURSUING A FARSIGHTED 
HUSBANDRY OF RENEWABLE AND NONRENEWABLE NATURAL RESOURCES: 
EXPRESSES ITS CONFIDENCE THAT THE EFFORTS MADE AND THE 

RESULTS ACHIEVED AT THE WORLD POPULATION CONFERENCE IN BUCHAREST 
WILL BE CONTINUED AND DEVELOPED IN THE FUTURE, IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THE INTERESTS OF PEACE AND PROGRESS OF ALL PEOPLES; 

STRESSES ITS FIRM CONVICTION THAT THE UNITED NATIONS CAN AND 
MUST MAKE AN INCREASED CONTRIBUTION TO SOLVING THE PRESSING 
PROBLEMS WHICH ARE AT PRESENT OF CONCERN TO THE WHOLE MANKIND, 
THAT THE UNITED NATIONS CAN AND MUST BECOME AN EFFICIENT 
INSTRUMENT IN PRESENT DAY EFFORTS TO BUILD A MORE JUST WORLD.
